Clinton to replace squadcar, 
can* t fund ambulace service

When the Clinton City Council came together on Monday, 
Jan. 7, for their first meeting of 2013, they were briefed 
on some tough financial news. In his report, Clinton City 
Administrator Allen Poole told the council that their 2006 
model police cruiser was on its last leg. Police Chief 
Snapper Seaton backed the Administrators statement in 
his report, saying that the current vehicle is “hazardous” 
to drive. Poole said that the city could purchase a 
2009 Crown Victoria Cruiser from the Missouri 
Highway Patrol with 50,000 miles on it for 
about $12,500. After striping and other 
modifications, Poole said that 
total acquisition cost would be 
around $14,500. 

As the council pondered the * 
request of the administrator and 
police chief, they looked across 
the room and saw Bill Little, and 
everyone knew why he was there. 

Little, a longtime board member for the Hickman 
County Ambulance Service, was at the meeting to give a 
report on the current state of the ambulance service, and 
to ask the council for funds, if there were any to be given. 
Before he had a chance to present his case, Mayor Tommy 
Kimbro reminded him that the city was in no position to 
financially support the fledgling ambulance service this 
month. During a brief report, Little said that the ambulance 
service’s bank account now has about $41,000 in it. As stated 
before, the board starts sweating when the account gets 
below $50,000 since it takes more than $30,000 per month 
to keep the service going. He said that without the financial 
help received last year from the city council and fiscal court, 


they would have already had to cut the night shift, which 
would have a devastating impact on local insurance rates. 
On a more positive note, Little said that the service has 
received a lot of money in the form of membership dues 
during the past couple of weeks, and noted that Arbor Place 
is picking up more residents. Little said that in the past, the 
ambulance service has done well when both ICF and Arbor 
Place were running well. When Little asked for an official 
decision, it took a few tense seconds before a motion was 
made by council member by Phyllis Campbell to forgo 
funding for the ambulance service this month. The 
motion passed with all but one vote. 

After expressing grief for not having 
the funds to support the 
ambulance service, 
the council voted 
unanimously to 

purchase the 2009 
police cruiser 

recommended by 

Administrator Poole. Mayor 
Kimbro noted that a brand new 
police cruiser would cost more than $25,000, and that buying 
a slightly used one was the fiscally responsible thing to do. 

Kimbro notified the council that the one-way signs were 
up on Dunbar Lane and it is officially a one-way street. 
Kimbro said that there will be a 30-day grace period where 
only warning citations will be given to those driving the 
wrong way. After the 30-day period, regular citations will 
be given. 

With no more business, the council adjourned the meeting 
with the customary motion by Betty Morrow, and went 
home to watch the NCAA Championship between Alabama 
and Notre Dame.

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Councilperson Griffith reported 
that she was still in the process of 
obtaining bids for a truckload of 
gravel to be placed in a washed out 
area. Councilperson Fightner asked 
for additional information regarding 
the road fund account, citing a need 
for gavel to be placed in another area 
as well. Mayor Frizzell added that 
the area she was concerned about 
was considered private property. 
Councilperson Fightner again asked 
how much money was in the road 
fund and City Clerk Todd stated 
approximately $17,000.

the city’s water base rate so fast?” 
Yamashiro would like to see the work 
performed by City Clerk Todd audited. 
“Everything has gone up, including the 
city’s electric bill” replied City Clerk 
Todd. “I am not the one who raised the 
rates, the council did.” “We had to raise 
the rates to pay the city’s bills,” added 
Councilperson Griffith. City Clerk 
Todd has been with the city for almost 
three years and added that the last time 
the water rates were raised were two 
and a half years ago. Mayor Frizzell 
then cited water breaks in the city’s 
system as another reason or raising the 
rates. City Clerk Todd then explained 
to Yamashiro that her pay was based on 
the amount of hours that she worked and 
Mayor Frizzell confirmed that she was 
being paid minimum wage and by the 
hour. City Clerk Todd, who has been 
working from her home, informed the 
council in December that she would 
be retiring. Mayor Frizzell informed 
the council that three candidates have 
applied for the position. “Dori and I 
will begin interviewing candidates 
later this week,” he said. Both Griffith 
and Holder requested Mayor Frizzell 
and City Clerk Todd to consider the 
amount of work involved and the 
background of the individuals before 
hiring them. City Clerk Todd stated 


that it will probably take a couple of 
weeks to train someone for the position 
and she has created a detailed list of 
her job duties and will have everything 
in order before she leaves. “This is a 
time consuming job,” she said. “At 
one time I was working from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. every day and now I am 
working Monday, Tuesday, Thursday 
and Friday from 9:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
Going to meetings to apply for grants 
is time consuming and the city won’t 
survive if grants are not applied for.” 
As a taxpayer Yamashiro is entitled 
to view the city’s records upon her 
request. Every city, no matter the 
size, is responsible for the same type 
of paperwork no matter how many 
employees they have. The responsibility 
of maintaining viable infrastructure 
falls on the shoulders of the city even 
when that city is strapped for cash. 
City Clerk Todd did solicit the help 
of Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt to recoup approximately 
$4,000 regarding a water line repair 
issue with Windstream. Mayor Frizzell 
and City Clerk Todd will also ask the 
PADD office for assistance trying to 
retrieve funds from John Jones in the 
amount of $3,500. The city paid him 
a fee to perform an audit for the city, 
which he has failed to do.

Falcon Academy grows to 32

The Hickman County High School gym was 
packed on Tuesday, Aug. 14 as students, parents, 
sponsors, and college presidents poured in for 
the Falcon Academy Celebration. Superintendent 
Kenny Wilson kicked off the event by announcing 
that Falcon Academy has grown to 32 sponsors. 

“We will be known as a county that cares about 
our kids,” Wilson told the audience during the 
celebration. He announced that the school had 
a 96.98% attendance rate, fourth in the state 
behind three independent schools. All attendees 
were given a packet that showed how Hickman 
County students ranked among regional rivals 
on standardized tests. Hickman County had the 
highest score in the region in English, second 
highest in Science, third highest in Math and 
Reading, and second highest on the composite 
score. 

Presidents from all three participating 
institutions attended the celebration. Dr. Barbara 


Veazey from WKCTC briefly spoke to the students 
and parents about the importance of pursuing 
post-secondary education. Dr. Robert Imhoff, 
from Mid-Continent addressed the students 
saying “While we’re not Frankfort or Louisville, 
we won’t take a back seat to anyone in terms of 
education.” 

Dr. Randy Dunn, President of Murray State 
University spoke about the rigorous curriculum 
the high schoolers are going through. 

“We don’t downplay these courses for the 
dual-credit students,” Dunn said, “We expect the 
students to rise to the same standards we place on 
our college students.” 

After the addresses from the three presidents, 
Robbie Rudolf, founder of the Four River’s 
Scholarship Program spoke about the importance 
of everyone’s cooperation in Falcon academy. He 
recognized the efforts of Superintendent Kenny 
Wilson, saying that none of this would have been 
possible without Wilson’s efforts. 

After the ceremony, students and parents spoke 


with the Falcon Academy sponsors and the three 
presidents.

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HC School Board signs lease 


Hickman County 

Superintendent of Schools 
Kenny Wilson was glad to 
announce on Tuesday, Oct. 16 
that a lease had been signed 
for the Hickman County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service to move into the rec. 
building behind Hickman 
County High School. The 
announcement came at the 
regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Hickman County 
Board of Education on 
Tuesday, Oct. 17 at 7 p.m. 

“It’s a win-win for 
everyone,” Wilson said. “It 
just took a little time to get 


all the details worked out.” 

The agreement signed 
Tuesday was for the HC 
Extension Service to lease 
the building behind the 
high school for 40 years 
for $1 per year, with a Ky. 
Department of Education 
mandated provision that 
the school board maintains 
the right to terminate the 
lease at the end of each 
year with a 30-day notice. 
At this point, the chances 
of an early termination 
look slim to none, but no 
absolute guarantees can be 
made about future school 


boards, or anything that can 
come up in the distant future. 
Multiple versions of the lease 
were drafted in the weeks 
prior to its signing. Most 
disputes were over the way 
in which an early termination 
would be handled, since the 
extension service plans to 
spend hundreds of thousands 
of dollars renovating 
the building. The signed 
agreement states that the 
value of the 40-year lease 
will be set at $280,000, and 
amortized over the next 40 
years (decreasing $7,000 per 
year).

If we will stay the course and keep God in His 
rightful place, we will move forward no matter 
how tough things might get. He will show us 
“great and unsearchable things”.

In my opinion voters, not the 
courts, should decide the laws. 


The Great Outdoors

You pay attention when a 
white dot is flying overhead 

It was deer season in the early 
1990s, with sunshine and blue 
skies amid the cold November 
air. Dad and I were setting out 
from his truck for the woods in 
the frost-bitten lower bottoms of 
Fulton County. But that white 
dot stopped us in our tracks. 
Dad said “Look at that!” I gazed 
into the yonder to glimpse said 
dot attached to a black set of 
wings unfurled high above. An 
amazing moment indeed as we 
paused our hunt long enough 
to salute a perfectly identified 
flying object: an American Bald 
Eagle. 

Growing up near the flyway 
didn’t hurt. Each year thousands 
of fowl make their way south 
with a slight rest stop at the 
Reelfoot National Wildlife 
Refuge. Bald eagles are no 
exception. But that wasn’t 
always the case. A pesticide 
called DDT got into the food

chain in the 1950s and poisoned 
the fish that the eagles fed on. 
A genetic change occurred, not 
really poisoning the adult bird 
but softening her eggshells. She 
would lay them per usual, and 
set on top of them, only to have 
them bust open, scrambling any 
chance of future bald eagles 
being born (that last use of 
vernacular went “over easy” 
huh?). 

Poor eagles. Luckily, science 
stepped in, found out what 
was happening to create the 
declining population, and 
eventually stopped production 
of the pesticide. Some 30 
years passed before the bald 
eagle was removed from the 
endangered species list. Now 
Kentucky is thick with them. 
Each year, the Kentucky State 
Parks and Department of Fish 
and Wildlife collaborate to give 
eagle tours on the two lakes that 
put the L’s in LBL. In 2010, I 
sat sail aboard a yacht called 
the CQ Princess on Kentucky 
Lake and caught sight of 58 
eagles on a cold January day 
that had the bays frozen solid, 
forcing every bald bird to the 
main channel and clustered in 
groups. Some nesting, some 
flying, all majestic. Only a flock 
of American flags flapping in 
the wind could have mustered 
the same feeling of patriotism. 
There’s something about seeing 
an bald eagle that makes you 
realize it’s a rare moment to be 
cherished. 

I’ve had a few glimpses 
since. Last month I was near 
the Barren River north of 
Bowling Green when a large 
black bird flew past me, white 
tail feathers quickly giving its 
identity away. Now ‘Vette City 


has an eagle, too. My first hike 
of 2013 took place New Year’s 
Day in Greensburg. After a walk 
in the woods, I drove through 
the historic district of the town 
that lines US 68 and then turned 
around to head back home. 
Greensburg is close to Green 
River Lake and the tailwaters 
that continue the state’s longest 
river eventually make their 
way past the city. I looked back 
towards the tree line that sat on 
the banks and spotted a white 
dot in the branches. Score an 
eagle on New Year’s Day. 

But the closest I have yet to 
come to a symbol of freedom 
in the wild? Twenty feet. Close. 
Way close. Talk about it in a 
newspaper column close. As 
fate would have it, a day when 
I didn’t have a camera on me. I 
was at Reelfoot Lake, near the 
old Airpark Inn and had a guest 
along for the ride. At the time, 
I was dating a WPSD anchor 
and as one could imagine, I 
was so captured by the beauty 
at the moment that I failed 
to capture the beauty of the 
moment. Hindsight wishes 
I had just taken the close-up 
eagle picture instead. It‘s as if 
I could have reached out and 
touched freedom. Perhaps the 
bird stayed there and didn’t 
care I was looking at it because 
he knew no picture would 
be snapped on this occasion. 
Maybe next time. 

If you get the chance, 
schedule a boat tour this month 
or next to see the eagles on 
our nearby lakes or at Ballard 
WMA. Information is online at 
www.parks.ky.gov . Or just keep 
looking for the white dot in the 
air, or in the woods.
